That is to ſay, It was mane at a Time, when the Engliſh 
lay patient ly ex of 2d to all the Iaconwentences,which etther 
the Fables, or the Councils of Holland could give them, 
Menaced in the tzery Channel by ax open Force, and 
deſerted 7» the Mediterranean after ſucha manner, that 
We are loth to make uſe of a Word, anſwerable to the Qua- 
lity of the Ation : The Hollanders having firſt invited 
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#5 i:uto« Conjun& Engagement with them, and after- 
ward not only quitting the Place by Stealth and Surprize, 
Put invading at the ſame time our Rights in Guine : And 
yet ſo it's at laſt, That notwithſlanding All Theſ: Prafiſes, 
and Diſappointments, We have now liv'd to ſee the Hol. 
landers ſwallow their own Reſolutions, by with-drawing 
their Shipping, and contenting themſelves with the blind 
Paſſage of the North, rather they adventuring to grue 
His Royal Highneſs the Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
land, the Wx-mannerly prowocation of preſſing through the 
Channel. And we have likewiſe liv'd to enjoy the fruts 
of that Peace which others have 172 ain attempted ; and got 
only ſo, but toſee our ſelves acquitted of the ouilt of the 
late war, by a Solemn DEc'aration of the Government it 
ſelf of Algier, and the Breach charg'd upon the Tumulrs 
and Diſorders of therr own Subjects They Themſelves 
zot licking Publickly to awow, That an Agreement with 
England wa to them: ſo Neceſſary, That they were not able 
ta m241ntain an Entercourle and Correſpondence with- 
put it, 

This being the Summe and State of that Aﬀair, gives 
ſufficiently to anderſtand how great a Care His Majeſty 
hath of the R eputation and Welfare of bis People, and of 
the True Intereſt of the Engliſh Crown azd Nation : 
And it 1s our further happinefi that the Orders and Di- 
reQions of ſo Wile and Gracious aPrince are Commit- 
ted into the hands of ſuitable Officers and Miniſters, as 
bath been manifeſted throughout the whole Courſe and Coa-

And for the better practiſing of the Second Artzcle, 
according tothe true intent and meaning thereof, 
It is Agreed, that the Algzers Ships of War meeting 
any Merchant Ships, belonging to the Subjesof the 
King of Great Br:ttarn, &c.. not being.in any of the 
Seas appertaining to his Majeſties Dominions, have 
liberty to ſend one ſingle Boat with but two Sitters, 
more then the common crew of Rowers ; and no more 
ro enter the ſaid Merchant Ship but the two S:tters, 
without the exprels leave of the Commander of the 
faid Merchant Ship , That upon. producing unto them 
a Paſs under the Hand and Seal of the Lord High 
Admiral of Exzlana, the {aid Boat do preſently de- 
part, and the Merchant Ship to proceed on his Voy- 
age, and although the Commander of the {aid Mer- 
chant Ship produce no Pals from the Lord High Ad- 
miral of Exglazd , yet it the Major part of the Ships 
Company be Subjects to the King of Great ZBrzt- 
tain, fc, the ſaid Boat ſhall preſently depart, and 
the Merchant Ship proceed freely , and fo though 
there be Strangers, and their Goods on board, _ 
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ſhall be free, both they and their Goods ; And any 
Ship of his Majeſty, the King of Great Britain, &c, 
meeting with any Ships of Algzers, if the Com- 
mander ſhall produce a Paſs firm'd by the Chief Go- 
vernours of Algiers, and the Major part of the Ships 
Company be Turks, Moores or Slaves, then the Algter ; 
Ship to proceed freely,and though there be Strangers | 
2nd their Geods on board, they ſhall be free, both | 
they and their goods. | 

That preſently after the Signing and Scaling theſe 
Artitles by the Governouts, or Chief Authority of | 
the City and Kingdom of Algzers, all Injuries and | 
Damages ſuſtained on their part ſhall be quite taken | 
off and forgottefh, and this Peace ſhall be in full 
Force and Virtue, And for all Damages and De- 
predations that ſhall be afterwards done and com- 0 
mitted by either fide before notice can be given of | ' 
this Peace, there ſhall be full Satisfaftion made, and 
whatrſoeyer remains in kind be reſtored. 

That if any Grievances happen on either ſide, it 
ſhall not be Lawfull to break the Peace till Satisfa- 
Gon be denyed. |

be permitted to chuſe his own Druggerman , 
and that when the Conſul departs, he ſhall 
carry with him all his Servants and Goods 
whatſoever, withoutthe leaſt Interruption, 
or Hinderance ; And further, that he may 
freely go on board of any Ships in the 
Road, and have the liberty of the Coun- 


try.
